Frost Protectk 


An 
interesting 
demonstration, 


watched by a large number of ranch- 
ers from Glendora, Azusa and Covina, 
was made in front of the Covina post- 
office on -Saturday evening with or- 
chard Briquettes, an article which to- 
day is fast superceding the coal basket 
or oil pot for frost protection in the 
orange grove. 


The demonstration was pronounced 


by practical ranchers who witnessed 
it as a complete success. They burnt 
freely, at the same time showing last- 
ing qualities, burning under ordinary 
conditions five hours. 


The Briquettes are in size 12 inches 


by 6 inches and 5 inches in thickness, 
weighing about 9 pounds each. 
They 


are to be burned in the orchard on the 
ground, requiring nothing to contain 
them, and being entirely consumed 
unless 
intentionally 
extinguished. 


Two or three are inclined toward each 
other forming a pyramid, leaving free 
vent beneath for air passage, at which 
point the torch should be applied. No 
kindling is required. 
It will burn 


long enough to meet the requirements 
of the usual cold night. In orchards 
where some degree of protection is 
afforded by wind brakes or trees being 
large and close together, two Bri- 
quettes are used to the fire, twenty- 
five fires to the acre, one ton being 
sufficient to protect four acres for one 
night. In open and more exposed 
groves we suggest using three Bri- 
quettes to the fire, or one ton to three 
acres for one night's fires. It is best 
to use the extra briquette on the first 
two rows of fire on the exposed aide of 
the grove. 


They are impervious to water; and 


when placed in position where they 
are to be burned, if it should rain, the 
briquettes shed the rain and are in con- 
dition to be lighted at any time. They 
should not be exposed to hot sun.

The walnut crop of Southern Cali- 


fornia will be about one-third or one- 
half short thfe seanon and instead of 
the urnal 650 cars the railway com- 
panies are planning to bandlo the 
total crop for the season wit'.i *oO. 


The reports received by the Hunt a 


Fe freight department show that the 
crop along the const in Ventura and 
Santa Barbara counties is about up 
to the average, while in the other 
Southern California counties the prop 
falls far short of the usual output. 


The quality of the crop is generally 


good with the exception of the hard 
shells and there are but few of them 
in the market* The fruit and grain 
dealers who handle the crop Hay that 
they could use 
almost twice 
the 


amount of hardsholla they now have 
on hand, and that there seems to

a general shortage 
in

throughout the 
walnut 
producing 


section. 


The shortage in the soft shell crop 


is due, according to the statement.* of 
agents, to the rains which fell during 
the early spring. 


These rains prevented the proper 


pollenizing of the buds, hut 
the 


V'"wera do not regard the loss of a 
part of the crop as serious, as the 
trees will be in condition to bear a 
heavier crop than usual next year, and 
the rest is expected to do them good.

Statistics Gathered by the Bureau of 


Labor 


Washington—The bureau of labor 


has issued a bulletin on the cost of 
living 
of 
workingmen's 
families, 


showing that 2500 families in thirty- 
three states from which data were ob- 
tained, the average income per family 
was 1827.19; average 
expenditures 


for all purposes, $786.54; average ex- 
penditure per family for food, 3326.90; 
average size of family, 5,31 persons. 


An extended investigation covering 


the years 1890-1902 shows that the 
cost of food reached its highest in 
1902, the average then being 10.9 per 
cent above the average for the decade 
1890-1899, and an increase of 10.1 per 
cent compared with 180C, the year 
lowest prices.

Mdcalf Present in Committee 


but Does Not Vote 


Washington—The house committee 


on ways and means hfls authorized a 
favorable report on the bill making 
effective the Cuban reciprocity treaty, 
by n vote of H to 2, Mr. Metcalf (Re- 
publican, of California) was present, 
but did not vote, and Messrs. Robert- 
son (Democrat, of Louisiana) and 
Cooper (Democrat, of Texas) voted 
against the bill. Two amendments 
were offered in committee, but both 
were rejected by the Republican vote. 
One extended the provisions of the 
treaty to all other countries. The 
other abolished 
thf> differential duty 


on refined sugar. The report says: 


"The enactment of the bill Into Inw 


is necessary to give effect to the con- 
vention providing for reciprocal trade 
between this country and Cuba. This 
results not merely because the con- 
vention itself provides that it shall 
not take effect until the same shall 
have been approved by the congress, 
but because the constitution gives no 
power to the president and the senate 
to make a convention or treaty chang- 
ing the rates of revenue. That power 
now is expressly lodged in the con- 
gress. It is not intended here to cite 
authorities or advance reatfons on this 
proposition. The records of congress 
abound with unrefuted arguments on 
the affirmative of this contention and 
the practice of congress has been uni- 
formly in the same direction. 


"The president has deemed the sub- 


ject of sufficient importance to con- 
vene an extra session of congress in 
order that the convention may become 
effective before the commencement of 
the harvest of the new sugar crop in 
December. 


"This legislation will result in no 


barm to any American industry. The 
product of this country, like the arti- 
cles embraced in this convention now 
Imported from C^oba, receive the very 
highest protection of uuy in the sauie 
Achednle. 
The duty on sugar was 


placed above the protective point for 
the'purpose of revenue. The bill pro- 
vides for a reduction in the interest 
of reciprocal trade agreement, 
which 


it authorized the president to make. 
The duty on tobacco has for years 
been much higher than any necessity 
required on account of the competi- 
tion of Cuban tobacco. The reduction 
in this bill leaves it amply pro- 
tected." 


The report closes with an argument 


setting forth the advantages of this 
bill to the country and Cuba, which 
will result from a reciprocal arrange- 
ment provided in the legislation.

sale frauds in proofs made before 
them." 


It was referred to the committee on 


public lands, of which tho author is 
chairman. The secretary of the in- 
terior is authorized under the new 
bill to make examinations and esti- 
mates relative to the quantity and 
value of the timber and stone on tho 
public lands and to have the right to 
dispose of the same in such quantities 
as may seem advisable to the highest 
bidder. 


This plan is now pursued in the 


sale of timber on Indian lands in
